But the wiſedome that is from 
aboue, is pure, peaccable, gentle, eaſie 
to be intreated, full of ne cy and good 
fruites; without iudg ing and diſſimula- 
tion, It is a ſewell vnſpeakable: more 
precious then gold: a more exc. llent 
thing then it, no man can attaine vn- 
to, For what more excellent thing can 
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nee craue of the hands of GOD, then 
that hereby we may do that only which 
is good, and ſuch as tend to eternall fe- 
licity, and which reconcile vs to God 
our Maker through Chriſt our redee- 
mer and Saujour ? the beginning where» 
of is the feare of the Lord, whoſe loue 
towards ys is ſo great, that he willeth 
him that wantech it, to aske it at his 


hands, and he will giue the ſame moſt 


abundantly ( asking it in faith) as hee 
gaue vnd Salomon io plentifully, and 
in ſuch ſort, as they came from the fur · 
theſt parts of the world to heare the 
fame : and becauſe that Gad will be 
knowne to be the authonr of it, hee of+ 
ten with-holdeth it from the wiſe and 
mighty of the world, and giueth rhe 
ſame to the ſimple and poore in the 
ſight of men.
